THE HEAVENLY SONGS. 
BY LYMAN ABBOTT. 

“And I beheld, and I heard the voice of many angels 
round about the throne and the beasts and the elders; 
and the number of them was ten thousand times ten 
thousand, and thousands of thousands; saying with a 
loud voice, Worthy is the lamb that was slain to receive 
power, and riches, and wisdom, and strength, and 
honor, and glory, and blesfing.” Rev. 5: 11, 12. 


Masic is the language of heaven. It is so because 
music is the language of the highest and the rich- 
est experiences. It utters what words can not 
utter; interprets what speech can not interpret. 
There is a human passion spoken by Wagner un- 
spoken in any speech of Browning’s; a subtlety 
of intellect expresssd by Schumann more refined 
and tenuous than any in Plato; a spirit of awe and 
reverence in Handel and in Bach not to be found in 
Milton sand Dante; and a vision of the eternal 
world in Beethoven not revealed even in Frederick 
W. Faber. Music is the great interpreter of the 
unutterable in human experience. When music 
and poetry are combined, then the highest experi- 
ences of the soul have their best interpretation. 
And music and poetry are the language of 
heaven. 

Oar church music ought not to be» mere fringe 
to a sermon; an ornamental, «:thetic thread 
woven into the woof of instruction. Rather it 
shoul’ be the climax of the service; the sermon 
the portico, the prayer the gate, music the utter- 
ance of the soul when it has passed up the steps 
and through the gate and has entered into the 
heavenly courts and is in the presence of God. 

The chorals which I have read this morning are 
earthly interpretations of heavenly experiences, or 
are earthly experiences projected upon the heay- 
enly firmament. Let us look at them separately, 
and see how the diviner experiences of our souls 
here below find their interpretations in these hints 
and suggestions of the glory—the musical glory— 
of the coming state. 

First is the song of creation, sung by the “living 
creatures” that ‘‘rest not day and night.”” Dd you 
remember how, according to the old Psalmist, 
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ures that rest not day nor night bymning their 
praise symbolize nature. Our Bible gives to 
nature a song which the world uninstracted by the 
Bible never heard. Nature to psgan worlds is 
something terrible. Neptune rides the sea that he 
may stir it with great storms to disturb the 
mariner; Jove, on the top of Mount Olympus, 
holds the thunderbolts in his hands that he may 
crush to the earth offending mortals. The very 
trees have their tormenting satyrs. Ask the North 
American Indian the meaning of nature. If he 
thinks about it at all, he thinks only with a great 
dread. 

Beginning with the first chapter of Genesis, the 
Bible givesa different interpretation. God has 
made the world, and has given it to us for our 
dwelling-place. The One who made and rules the 
world is the one who loves, and he who rules the 
world bae made us his children that we may rule 
the world. Looking upon the world thus made by 
him for us, interpreting him to us, working for us 
because it works for him, we hear from nature a 
song which before we could not hear. Nature! 
What is nature but God doing our drudgery for us? 
What is nature but God turning the grind-stone 
that we may sharpen our tools, revolving the 
water-wheel that we msy have our grist ground? 
In nature is God working for man, Nature feeds 
us, Clothes us; nature helps to house us, ministers 
to all our material wants, and the song of gladness 
that goes up from homes where civilization has en- 
tered is a song of praise to the Oreator, uttered, 
alas! too often by men who do not know the song 
they are singing, nor understand the One before 
whose throne they stand. Every pulsating engine, 
the whir of every spinning-wheel, the clank of 
every loom, the music of every farm-yard, the 
lowing of all cattle, the rustle of all golden grain— 
these, all of them, rest not day nor night, crying: 
“Holy, holy, holy Lord God Almighty, thou hast 
created all things, and by thy will they were and 
are created.”” That to-day, in the fruitfal fields of 
America, men are housed, and fed and clothed and 
happy is due to this—that they, dimly at least, 
understand that nature is the servant, and know 
how to use her. And they learn that lesson from 
the first chapter of Genesis. And as wide as the 
gulf between famine-stricken Russia to-day, or 
famine-stricken China and India in other days, 
and our own prosperous land that knows no 
famine, so wide is the gulf between the paganism 
that looks on nature with only awe, and the in- 
structed heart that sees in nature the message of a 
divine and infinite and serving love. 


II. This Gospel puts a new meaning into his- 
tory, and so a new song into human hearts—the 
song of redemption. God is at work redeeming 
the world; and history is the upward climbing oi 
humanity round by round and step by step toward 
the throne of God through darkness, through diffi 
culties, and in spite of its own weariness and 
backsliding ; and the down-reaching of God to lift 
men up step by step and round by round to hia 
presence. Theology says that this is a lost world. 
It would be truer to say that it isa found world. 
The coin is Icst, but the owner has foundit. It 
lies no longer in the darkness. And though there 
is cleansing yet to be done before it is ready for cir- 
culation, it is found—it is found. Thesheep has 
strayed off into the wilderness, and his sides are 
wounded, and he is covered with the mire of his 
wandering; but the shepherd has come after his 
sheep, and he has found his sheep, and he is bring- 
ing it home with rejoicing. The son has turned 
his back upon his home, having taken his fortune 
from his father and spent it on himself and for him- 
self. Bat the longing that has been awakened in 
the son’s heart for something better than harlotry 
and revelry in this famine-stricken land is a long- 
ing which God has awakened in his heart, and he 
has already turned his face Godward; and God has 
come for him, and the son is found. He does not 
yet take the ring and put it upon his finger, nor 
the robe and clothe himself with it, nor sit down 
at his father’s table; but he is a son, and is found. 
The world isa found world, a redeemed world. 
The belief that the world is lost you find woven 
through the religions of paganism; the belief that 
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churches'In this broad land of ours; and ii all 
other lands where the gilded cross reflects God’s 
sunshine, arises to-day a choral shout of triumph, 
which is the witness of a world already rejoicing in 
the earnest of its final redemption. 

III. But there is a higher song than eyen that 
of redemption—the song of service and of sacrifice. 
This is the song of the wife giving her life to her 
husband; the song of the mother pouring out her 
life into her child, watching, nursing, caring, pray- 
ing, weeping, suffering, and so by service and sac- 
rifice lifting the child out of its infancy, ita little- 


atrue manhood and wc manhood. 
the wife unappreciated by the husband she serves; 
too often the mother is unrecognized by the child 
whom she has made; but stil}, still in the wife’s 
heart and the mother’s heart is the joy of service 
and sacrifice. This is the angel’s song; the work- 
er’s song; the missionary’s song; the minister’s 
song. It is the song of Moses, and Paul, and 
Luther, and Wesley. Tv-day, after this congrega- 

tion is dismissed, some three hundred of you will 
go into some form of Ohristian service in our San- 
day-echools. You will have had a joy here in 
worshiping. You will have had a joy here in the 
sense of sin forgiven and the vision of heaven’s 
gates opened. But you will have a greater joy in 
the senee that it is granted to you to do something 
to open the gates for others, to give the light to 
others, to transmit to others the life which has been 
given to yourself. 

IV. Greater than the song of service and sacri- 
fice is the unknown song. “Blessed are the pure 
in heart, for they shall see God.’”’ » Who can inter- 
pret that song to another?’ Who can disclose to 
another the glory of that vision? Moses saw it 
when he went up into the mount and came down 
with face transfigured and shining. Elijah saw it 
when in the wilderness he heard the still, small 
voice after the tempest and the earthquake, and 
the fire.. James and John and Peter saw it when 
they went up into the Mount of Transfiguration 
and:-beheld there the Son of God transfigured in 
glory before them. Paul saw it when he was lifted 
ap into the seventh heaven and beheld things 
that could not be spoken. -And this unknown 
song is stillsung. A friend of mine said the other 
day with curiously artless simplicity to an acquaint- 
ance: ‘‘Have you not sometimes had such an expe- 
rience of the presence of God as has filled you with 
exquisite pain, so that you have felt that you could 
not live if it were deeper and stronger?” The 
glory that shone from the face of Moses I have seen 
shining in the sick room. The unknown song I 
have heard sung by the singer who did not know 
he was singing it, who was going down into the 
valley of the shadow of death, and who at the very 


moment that he said, I can not understand the ex- 


perience, answered his own perplexity by the radi- 
ant joyousnees of his faith. Unknown song! And 
yet are there not some of us who have heard the 
echo of that song, who have known what it is to 
have an experience that can not be uttered; who 
have sometimes come at least into the court and 
heard through the open door, as John did, the song 
which we can not interpret to another soul?

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poison those we love. Why doesany wifespeak cruel 
words to the husband she loves? Why does any 
child ever forget to pay back love for love? any 
man grow careless of the mother who has watched 
him? Why is it that we do what wedo? Why is 
it that we are what we are? Facing that strange, 
inexplicable mystery, lo! the curtain is drawn 
aside, and, with the prophet, we look upon the 
glory of the world to come, and hear the millen- 
nium sung when AL the nations worship b3fore 
Him, and the mystery is solved, and his righteous- 
ness is made manifest. I have long since for my- 
self repudiated as unbiblical and unchristian the 
old, horrible nightmare that some of God’s chil- 
dren will go on sinning and suffering forever; that 
somewhere in the corner of God’s great universe 
there will be a little prison-house where malice and 
hate and cruelty and revenge and wickedness will 
be triumphant, and from which God and God’s love 
will be forever barred out. I turn to this book of 
Revelation, and what I see there is a congregation 
in which every knee is bowed; what I hear there 
is a prayer in which every tongue confesses; what 
T listen to there is a song in which every creature 
that is in heaven and on the earth and under the 
earth, and such as are in the sea, joins, proclaim- 
ing blessing and honor and glory and power unto 
Him that sitteth upon the throne and to the Lamb 
forever. Whether in that glad day any voice shall 
be silenced in an eternal death, I know not; but I 
do know that His psalm of praise shall be unbroken 
by any wail of despair; God’s infinity of love will 
not be vanquished; Satan will not finally triumph 
in any province, large or small. I will work even 
with a man who is so great a heretic that he thinks 
Geod’s love is oniy for an elect few, and only a few 
will get the benefit of it, because I will work with 
any heretic for love’s sake. But when I turn to 
this Bible, what do Isee there? A congregation 
redeemed, sainted, which no man can number. 
Count the drops of the Amazon in its broadening, 
widening channel. Scoop up handfal after handful 
of the sand, and try to measure the atoms on the 
great seashore. Turn your eyes to the heavens, 
count the stars; take your telescope and count the 
nebule turned into stars; then a larger telescope, 
and still see nebul s beyond nebu's and stars beyond 
stars uncounted. Yes, try to count the drops in the 
Amazon, try to count the sands on the seashore, try 
to count the stars in the heavens, but do not try to 
count the creatures an infinite God loves and will 
gather to himself. For this is to count the infinite; 
God is love, and love always will be uttering itself 
in living forms and living experiences. The battie 
will by and by be over, and he who comes to con- 
quer will be conqueror. Blood on his garments, 
but not the blood of his enemiee—the blood that 
flows from his own side and hands and feet; and 
conquering not by might, but by love and patience, 
by self-sacrifice and infinity of gentleness. 

VI, Then, when he comes, those who have been 
redeemed by him, who have followed him, who 
have sought to serve him and suffer with him, who 
have entered into some knowledge of and acquaint- 
ance with him, will come forth as the bride to meet 
her husband. And we shall be one with God. Not 
one as the river is-one with the ocean, lost in the 
sea into which it flows. Not one as the stars are 
one with the sun, when, having completed their 
circuit, they fling themselves into the b som of the 
blazing orbit and feed its fire for future ages. One 
as the wife is one with her husband, who is not lost 
in him, but found in him. Iam not lost in God, 
and never shall be. Iam found in God; and all the 
enthusiasm of love which sometimes does spring up 
in my heart and leap out toward God, stirs my 
greatest ambition, stimulates my noblest nature, 
makes me more not less an individual, one always 
in myself because one with him. As every instra- 
ment in the great orchestra is at its best when all 
the instruments c»mbine in one exquisite harmony, 
as soprano and alto and tenor and bass each does its 
best work while combining to make one great, in- 
distinguishable chorus, 80 every idiosyncrasy and 
every nature and every temperament will be at ita 
highest and its best when you and I join soul with 
soul and heart with heart and life with life in that 
great love song, “To him that hath loved us and 
redeemed us.’? What are all the love songs of love 
compared to that love song with which we are to 
greet the victor when he returns from his conquer- 
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ing and takes us to himsel: to be his own! 

Oh, how I wish I could lead you up this morning 
step by step to the gateway and help you look in 
and see the glory, listen and catch the song! And 
yet I would not do it that we might stay there only 
for this. He that hath this hope, let-him purify 
himself even as Christ is pure. He that hath this 
hope, let him be steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as 
he knows that his faith is not in vain in the Lord. 
When we go forth from this morning’s meditation, 
God grant that it may be to hear the song of nature 
better, to sing the song of redemption better, to 
join in the great choral of service and sacrifice with 
sweeter and more consecrated spirits, to have a 
little of the unknown song in our experience, to be 
buoyed and cheered in the darkest night by the 
great hope of the final victory, and to know here 
and now what it is to be betrothed to God, to whom 
in the final hour of his victory we shall be eternally 
wedded.— Christian Union.

It is the glory of the age that the better half of 
the race are at last receiving their God-given free- 
dom and rights at the hands of their self consti- 
tuted lords, and which inhere, not in their sex, but 
in their moral superiority and virtue. Woman, 
once the drudge of man, then his toy, is now his 
sharer in the holiest labors. 


Through every channel open to the powers of gt 


the human mind, and the virtues of the human 
heart, the inspirations of her genius are felt at home 
and abroad. 

The progress of civilization in the past has been 
slow and partial, because it neglected this essential 
factor, and attempted to advance with only a part 
of its resources. Henceforth the progress of society 
must be the progress of all. Whatever 


'neefalness in the future will be boundiew and 
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measureless; and in this fact, in no small degree, 
lies the hope of our religion and our country. 

It is cause for devout gratitude that this tendency 
of the age finds its source and highest illustration 
in our religion. 

In the great Protestant Church the tendency is 
now no longer to divide, but to unify and solidify 
the forces.

His religion is 
regarded less as consisting in outward forms and 
more as the living Christ enthroned within. The 
great truth that God is no respec‘er of persons, 
that he has no partial attachments, is seen to bea 
fandamental truth of Christianity, The essential 
unity of the charch is becoming more apparent to 
the eye of the world. As a result of this, there has 
sprung up an association of labor and charity un- 
known before. — 

By associated efforts multitudes, once left to 
their unhappy fate, are being comforted and lifted 
up. Vast associations of this kind are now attack- 

ing evils over whole continents, which could not 
be met by single- handed benevolence, For this 
we should be devycutly thankfal to God, and take 
heart in his work. 

Our thanks to God should never cease for the 
form of government, which, under his guidance 
and blessing our forefathers were led to frame and 
adopt, a government which has been pronounced 
vhe greatest masterpiece of wisdom the world has 
ever witnessed. 

A government which, if not per’ect, is at least 
matchless, among the governments of the earth. 

A government which aims to secure to every 
worthy citizen the inalienable rights of life, and 
the largest freedom consistent with the public 
good. Asa Nation we can not fall, unless it be by 
our own folly and corruption, by an act of self- 
slaughter. 

Although this is Thanksgiving day, and should 
be devoted to gratitude and not to forebodings, yet 
we can hardly be truly thankful for our Govern- 
ment, without a sense of its dangerr, and a pur- 
pose, so far as we are concerned, to serve its integ- 
rity and safety. 

We should remember that the glory and security 
of a nation does not inhere in its peculiar form of 
government. 

Neither does freedom of citizenship. A self-gov- 
erning and virtuous people have more liberty in a 
monarchy than a corrupt and lawless people can 
possibly have in a republic. Liberty must be found 
in the just and righteous character of the people. 
A bad people can not be free and happy. 

Our glory asa nation, therefore, must not be 
looked for in our form of government, nor in our 
statesmanship, nor in our schools, nor in our vast 
territory, but in the quality of our citizenship. 

“Territory,”’ said our immortal Garfield, “is but 
the body of the Nation.” 

The people who inhabit its hills and valleys are 
its soul, its spirit, its life: In them dwells its hope 
of immortality. Among them, if anywhere, are 

algo to be fouod the chief elements of its destruc- 
tion. 

The strength and security of our Government, 
therefore, must not be looked for in our glorious 
history or ancestry, not in our laws or institutions, 
but in the prevalence of our religion. The more 
faithfully we adhere to that which is Ohristian in 
our civilization and Government, the more certain 
will be our perpetuity, the more beneficent our in- 
fluence on the nations around us, the more pros- 
perous and happy will be our people, and the more 
sincere and acceptable to God will be our thanks- 

ving. 
With great truth has it been said: “*Tgnore God; 
reject the Bible; expunge the Sabbath; enthrone 
wealth; trample down the poor; license the sa- 
loons to consume our wealth and devour our chil- 
dren; and our epitaph is written.”” God hath 
said: “That nation or kingdom that will not serve 
me shall perish.”’

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“HIS UNSPEAKABLE GIFT.” 

{From asermon preached by the late G. B. Faller at 
Naples, N.. Y., December 21, 1884.] 

“Thanks be to God for his unspeakable gift.” II, Cor. 
9:15. 

The apostie in this and the preceding chapters 
(the 8th and 9th) presents to the Corinthians in the 
strongest possible way the Christian duty of giving. 
He holds up to them the example of Christ, ‘‘For 
ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Ohrist, that, 
though he was rich, yet for our sakes he became 
poor, that we, through his poverty, might be rich.”’ 
He appeals to their love, to their sense of duty as 
Christ’s disciples, even to their self-interest, remind- 
ing them of God’s universal law of rewards, ‘He 
which soweth sparingly shall reap also sparingly; 
and he which soweth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifally” (with blessing, margin). ‘‘Let every 
man give according as he purposeth in his heart, 
not grudgingly or of necessity, for God loveth a 
cheerful giver. And God is able to make all grace 
abound unto you.”” Then he closes this wonderful 
appeal with the words of our text, ‘‘Thanks be to 
God for his unspeakable gift.”’ 

The “‘unspeakable gift’’ is Ohrist. ‘For God so 
loved the world that he gave his . . . Son.’’ 
John 8: 16. “God commendeth his love to us, in 
that while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us,’’ 
Rom. 5: 8. No events havesoin flaenced the world 
as the birth, life, death, and resurrection of Ohrist. 
When viewed from the standpoint of Ohrist’s work, 
judged by it: fruit, it is a miracle from beginning to 
end. His birth, begotten of God, is no more a 
miracle than his life. His knowledge and wisdom 
were as truly supernatural—more than natural—as 
was the healing of the sick. 

, The power of Christ in men’s hearts and lives 
since his ascension, through the preaching of the 
cross, by men and women always weak, and often 
grossly wicked, is as wonderful as was the song oi 
the angels at his birth. For the Gift is a present 
Gift, and with it is given the Giver. It is only by 
knowing Christ that we can kncw God. It is only 
by becoming like Christ that we can become like 
God. He was the Life. In him we have an expo- 
sition of what human life, merged in, bacome one 
with, divine life, may be. The secret was union 
with the Father. ‘The words that I speak I speak 
not of mysel:; but the Father that dwelleth in me, 
he doeth the works.’”’ And his prayer, ‘‘I in them, 
and thou in me,’’ is for each of us. We may have 
Christ as an ever present constituent of our lives, a 
constant factor; he in God and we in him, working 
out and living out this problem of our lives. It is 
possible to receive his spirit—that spirit which was 
his lovely, gentle, holy life—as our spirit, Thai 
prophetic song of the angels, ‘Glory to God in the 
highest, on earth peace, good will toward men,’’ is 
now being, and must yet be, literally falfilled. 

The church of Christ isaliving miracle. The 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it. If we re- 
ject the story of Christ, his birth, life, death, and 
resurrection, all—yet here is the fact of the church, 
going on from conquering to new conquests. Notice 
how literally true is the fulfillment of Daniel’s in- 
terpretation of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream (Daniel 
2: 34, 35), “*Thou sawest till that astone was cat out 
without hands, which smote the image upon his 
feet. . Taen was-the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold broken to pieces to- 
gether, and became like the chaff of the summer 
threshing floors, and the wind carried them away; 

- and the stone that emote the image be- 
came a great mountain and filled the whole earth,”’ 
And the interpretation, ‘‘In tne daysof these kings 
shali the God of heaven set up a kingdom which 
shall never be destroyed; but it shall break in 
pieces and consume all these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand forever.”” And this Ohrist-built church, this 
kingdom set up in the world, and filling it with its 
hamanizing, Obristianizing, beatific influence, is 
part of the U aspeakable Gift. 

Tne marvelous fineness of Jesus’ nature made 
life a more real and terrible thing to him than to us. 
Sorrows cut deeper; his soul shivered and shrunk 
more sensitively from the blow; discord jarred 
more roughly; the wearing routine of life was more 
grinding. Although he had the joy of constant 
communion with the Father, and the knowledge 
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strength of which we are but dimly conscious, still 
he was weighed dowa by woes we know as little 
about, Of his shrinking from the cross we can 
have no conception. The horrible physical suffer- 
ing, 80 much more to him than to us, the publicity, 
the hooting mob, the injastice, the misapprehen- 
sion, the partial disaffection of those he so tenderly 
—and we know not how yearningly—loved, feeling 
himself even forsaken of God—these things can be 
enumerated, they can not be comprehended; and 
this was his Unspeakable Gift, 

In the resurrection of Christ are “life and im- 
mortality brought to light.’”’ There were those 
among the grand men of old who had apprehended 
for themselves the truth of the immortality of the 
soul, but they could not transfer their convictions to 
others. They could only state the proposition; it 
remained for the carpenter of Nazareth to demon- 
strate it. Before the whole world the problem war 
worked out. He died a public death, he was dead 
beyond all question, he lived and manifested him- 
self alive again and again. Here is proof positive; 
can we longer doubt? How unspeakable are God’s 
gifts! 

Surely, we ought to praise God for his mercy and 
goodness to the children of men. Bat that is not 
all. As God gave, so must his children give. ‘It 
is more blessed to give than to receive.’’ Oar grand- 
est opportunities, our seed-sowing which promises 
the richest harvest, is in this: There is alwayssome 
one we can help. ‘The poor ye have always with 
you.’”? Were there none poor, none hungry, none 
sick to visit, none in prison to minister unto, there 
would be no glad welcome, ‘*Oome, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you, 

- - « for I was an hangered, and ye gave me 
meat; I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink; I was 
a stranger, and ye took me in,”’ 

Bat how can we help? Sometimes we must give, 
feed, and clothe—there is no other way. God does 
this. Then we can help others to help themselves, 
by giving work and paying promptly—this is God’s 
more general way. We can always doas the Mace- 
donians did, who gave “‘their ownselves’’ unto the 
Lord and his needy ones; with kind words, en- 
couragement, advice, and true friendship, lighten- 
ing their burdens and smoothing their pathway.

The reason why we are slow to discover the 
power of prayer is that we are prone to look upon 
God as an unchangeable judge. As long as we 
serve God through fear, thus we wili look upon 
him. But when cur reverence is born of love, the 
idea of his sovereignty is lost in the greater thought 
of his fatherhood. Christ taught us to say ‘Our 
Father.’’ This must mean that God has the good 
attributes of an earthly father; but many people 
read, ‘‘God repented of the evil that he had said,’’ 
and explain it away, because, they say, ‘‘God’s law 
is unchangeable and his justice inevitable.’”’ If God 
is our Father, may we not expect him to change 
his will toward his children, when it would be for 
their greatest good? D es a good father govern his 
children for his own benefit, or for the good of his 
children? If God is jast because he is unchange- 
able, then the laws of the Medes and Persians were 
the very embodiment of justice, Of ciurse, God 
does not change his course becauze he has made 
noistakes, but may he not change his ways to his 
children when the children have changed their 
wills toward him? The allwise Oreator is.a free 
moral agent. Let us not rob him of this attribute. 
He chooses as men do, only with greater freedom. 
**Like as a father pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him.’’ Ps. 103: 18. When 
a child goes to his father and asks him for some- 
thing which it is right that the child should have, 
the father will bestow the gift at once, for the very 
asking is proof that the child is ready to appreciate 
the gift. Thus it may be with our prayers.

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THE MURDER OF ZEOHARIAH. 
BY REV. J. MAPLE, D. D. 

“And they conspired against him, and stoned him 
with stones at the commandment of the king in the 
court of the house of the Lord.”” II. Ohron. 24: 21. 

“‘Men hate that which brings their sins to re- 
membrance, and makes them think of the wrath 


of God,”” When the prophet reproved the people 
for their sins, and warned them of the coming pun- 
ishment, “they conspired against him, and stoned 
him with stones at the command of the king in 
the court of the Lord’s house.’’ The heart of man 
is not only opposed to God, but it “is enmity 
against God.”” Rom. 4: 7. The consciousness of 
sin and the deserved displeasure of God disturbs 
men. It makesthem unhappy. This ie the rea- 
son why they do not want to hear anything that 
will make them tbink about their sins. Even 
Ohbristians will sometimes get angry at ministers if 
they say anything sbout their neglect of duty, and 
I have known pastors driven away from their 
charge for this reason. It is more pleasing to the 
unregenerate mind, and to the cold-hearted Obris- 
tian, to hear sermons on subjects that will gratify 
their love of controversy, or please their fancy, 
than such as will quicken their conscience and 
make them feel their obligation to God. A good 
many hearers are just like the thistle. If you rub 
your hand over it upwards it is all smooth and 
pleasant, but if you stroke downward it will prick 
you. Thus it is with some hearers of the word. 
So lorg as the minister preaches what agrees witb 
their prejudices, desires, and lives, it is all smooth ; 
they are pleased with him; bat just assoon as he 
proclaims truths that ran counter to their sinful in- 
clinations and lives, they begin to storm and say 
bitter things. 

God intended that the trath should hit the sinfu! 
heart, quicken the conscience, and make man fee] 
his guilt and danger. It is adapted to produce thie 
effect, and is aimed right at the heart. An old 
Quaker once discovered a thief in his house, and 
taking down his father’s fowling-piece, he quietly 
said, ‘“‘¥riend, thee had better get out of the way; 
for I intend to fire this gun right where thee 
stands.”” Thus the Gospel gun is aimed right 
where the sinner stands, end if we do not want to 
get hit we must get cut of that position. This is 
the only way to escape. 

One thing that aggravated the sinfulness of Joash 
was that he murdered the son of the man who had 
saved his life and kept him hid for six years frem 
the murderous queen who sought his life. This 
was a most infamous sct of cruelty. It was an in 
sult to God and a defiance of his power; for he had 
sent this prophet, and in rejecting him they rejected 
him whosent him. This reveals the wickedness 
of the human heart, for the bitterness that mur- 
dered the prophet would dethrone God if man 
only had the power. 

“A man may be very active about Ohristian 
work, and stil) not be a Obristian.”” - Thus it was 
with Joash. He was very active in repairing the 
temple of the Lord, and re-establishing the serv- 
ices, but his heart was not really in it. He did 
very much for the house of the Lord, but in his 
old sge he threw off his allegiance to him, and 
made himself so obnoxious that his servants mur- 
dered him. This teaches us that it is not activity 
about Christian work that forms our character, for 
this activity may be inspired by the same motives 
that actuate menin other work. Aman may 
build a meeting-house just to acquire a name, or 
he may give thousands to the missionary cause to 
gratify his pride and love of appiause. Weare 
Obristians only when we are one in heart, and live 
for Ohrist. The true Obristian gives not to make 
himeelf a name, but because he loves Christ and 
longs to see souls saved. The motive stamps the 
action, and it isa man’s relation to Christ that is 
the test of his piety. Building churches is not 
an infallible evidence «f piety. The history of 
Joash teacbes us that a man may go very far in the 
external performances of religion, even beyond the 
true Christian, and continue in them for years, 
under the influence of education and friends, and 
still bave no heart in it. He may have “‘a form of 
godliness, but denying the power thereof.” II. 
Tim. 8: 5. 


in, and cast into the chest, until they had made an 
end.”’ This was a joy to them because their hearts 
were in it. Joy in the service otf God springs 
from three sources: 1. ““The Ohristian loves it.”’ 
The unconverted man does not love the service of 
God. It is distasteful to him, and he will not enter 
it only from a sense of fear. Sach service is always 
hard, and there is no joy in it. It is the life of a 
slave. But the heart of the Obristian is changed, 
and he now loves what he once hated. Davidsaid, 
“JT will delight myself in thy commandmente, 
which I have loved.’”’? Pa. 119: 47. What we 
love to do is always a pleasure. Study is a joy to 
the student, and the artist finds his sweetest pleas- 
ure in his work. 2. “Inserving God the Ohris- 
tian is conscious that he is doing right.’’ His con. 
sclence approves of it, but when a man disobeys 
him his conscience condemns him. He knows 
that he is doing wrong. This brings unrest to the 
soul, and every man is conscious that he can never 
secure abiding peace of mind until he turns away 
from all sinand livesin obedience to God. In 
serving him a man feels that he is doing that which 
is right, and this brings joy tothe soul. ‘‘For the 
kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but right- 
eousness and peace and joy in the Holy Ghost.”’ 
Rom. 14: 17. 3. “It gives him peace in contem- 
plating the fature.”” While living in sin man is 
afraid of the future, for he fears that it will bring 
to him the punishment of his sins. This is the 
reason why men are afraid to enter eternity. They 
expect that God will call them to an account there, 
but when a man is walking in the way of God’s 
law he can look forward into eternity with pleas. 
ure and joy. 

A young minister of only twenty-two years lay 
dying, and he exclaimed, ‘‘Oh, help me to praise 
God; I have now nothing else todo. I have done 
with prayer and all other ordinances. Beforea 
few hours are over I shall be in eternity, singing 
the song of Moser and the Lamb. I shall presently 
stand upon Mt. Zion, with an innumerable com- 
pany of angels, and spirits of just men made per- 
fect, and with Jesus the Mediator of the new cove- 
nant, I shall hear the voice of much people, and 
with them shall cry, Hallelujah, glory, salvation, 
honor, and power unto the Lord our God! And 
again we shall say, Hallelulah!”’ 

“When one way of evoking liberality fails, 
another ought to be tried.”’ We should not get 
discouraged by one failure. Joash tried first to 
raise the necessary money through the priests, but 
they were lukewarm in the work, and very little 
was secured. He did not give it up at this, but 
devised a new method. He caused a chest to be 
made, and placed “‘without the gate of the temple 
of the Lord.”” There wasasmall hole in the top 
of the chest to drop the money through into it. 
Then he commanded the people to bring in ‘‘the 
collection that Moses the servant of God laid upon 
Israel in the wilderness.”” This novel method of 
raising money waked up a good degree of enthu- 
siasm, and the chest was filled again and again, 
until they had all the means they needed to make 
the repairs and aleo ornament the house of the 
Lord. We learn from this that it is sometimes a 
good plan to adopt new measures in carrying on 
church work. It worked well in this case, and we 
should not be afraid of innovations when they are 
necessary. Some people are great sticklers for old 
customs, and they will oppose anything that is 
new just because it is new. They are monomaniacs 
on this subject, and feel as though any innovation 
would kill thechurch. Must stick to the old 
paths, and the only way to cure them is to go right 
on with the work. When they see that the work 
is prospering they will finally submit if they are 
true Obristians. They are just like aman who was 
e filicted by the delusion that he was made of pipe- 
clay, and if violently struck would snap into frag- 
ments. He was cured by a friend, who drove him 
into a meadow, and managed to upset the vebicle 
in the right place. The poor monomaniac shrieked 
with fright as the carriage went over, for he 
thought that he would fly all into fragments; but 
he rose from the ground sound in mind as well as 
in body. This little ce cured him of this 
foolish delusion, end it ia only by a eimilay shak- 
ing up that some Ohristiana can be cured of just 


church is going sll to pieces, bat no danger. Let 
things shake. It is by this process that the world 
is moved to a higher life. (Heb. 12: 25-29.) 

‘“To be steadfast in the service of God through 
all trials our heart must be in it.’’? There must bea 
fixed, settled purpose of soul to serve him underall 
circumstances. A man who has been religiously 
educated, and is surrounded by Ohristian society, 
may observe all the outer forms of religion, prac- 
tice ita negative precepts, and even think that he 
is a Obhrietian; but if his heart has not been 
changed and he thus brought into vital connection 
with Christ the Living Head, he will fail when the 
hour of trial comes. Take him out of the religious 
influences that have upheld him in his moral life, 
subject him to temptation, and he is sure to fall 
into sin, for the reason that he has lost his support, 
and bas nothing to sustain him. This was the case 
with Joash. He was brought up under religious 
influences, educated in the letter of the law, and 
was upheld in the observances of its outer require- 
ments. While the priest lived, and he was kept 
out of evil associations, all went well, but when 
Jehoiada died, and he was brought into the soclety 
of the corrupt “princes of Judah,’’ he fell into the 
grossest of sins, and even committed murder. The 
secret of his fall was, he had never been converted, 
and had not like Jehoshaphat ‘‘set himself to seek 
the Lord,”’ Oar only safety is in a living connec- 
tion with Obrist, for he alone can sustain us inde- 
pendent of outer circumstances. (John 15: 1-7.) 

BEMAREKS. 

1. “One bad woman msy do a vast amount of 
mischief.’’ This is seen in the evil that Athaliah 
the queen wrought in Jerusalem and all Judah. 
She erected a temple in Jerusalem for the worsbip 
of Baal, and was the means of spreading his wor- 
ship all over the kingdom. She caused all the 
family of the reigning house to be murdered as she 
thought, and indeed only one escaped. She dese- 
crated the temple by taking all its furniture and 
putting itin the temple of Baal. She corrupted 
the whole nation. The influence of one evil per- 
son is wonderful. This is illustrated in an old 
legend in which we are told that in the temple of 
Apollo, at Babylon, there was a little cabinet of 
gold. One day a soldier was passing it, and 
chanced to open it, whence there was breathed out 
a pestilential air, that it first infected the Partbians, 
then the adjacent provinces, and crept over al- 
most all the inhabited parts of the world. Such 
was the fury cf that plague, that it destroyed al- 
mest the third part of mankind. 

2. “The punishment cf sin is sure to come.’ 
Joash murdered the son of his best friend in the 
most shamefal manner, but there was no earthly 
power to call bim toan account. The ministers 
of justice in his empire could not reach him, for he 
was the head of the nation, and could disregard 
them; but the God of justice was on the throne of 
the universe, and he brought him to an account. 
He required the blood of his prophet. In the 
short space of one year all the princes of Judah 
and Jerusalem were destroyed by the Syrians, and 
Joash, who commanded the murder, was slain by 
his own servants. God will vindicate the right, 
and punish sin. It is only a question of time. 
None escape because of their high position. The 
king and the peasent alike receive their just de- 
serts. Athaliah ‘‘destroyed all the seed royal of 
the house of Jadah,’’ and for six years she reigned 
over the kingdom with seeming impunity; but 
the judgment +f God reached her at last, and she 
wasslain. ‘‘Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap.”’ ; 

8. “God has, to a great degree, entrusted the 
beautifying of his house to the young.’”’ A gener- 
ation of jmen had passed to and fro before the 
temple, and witnessed ita dilapidated condition 
without any earnest effort to restore it, til] the 
young king aroused their enthusiasm in this 
work. He stirred up the priests to undertake it, 
and he devised the means by which the money 
was to be raised. He was buta mere boy when 
he did this, As men and women increase in age 
they lose the enthusiasm of youth and the desire to 
see things kept moving.

HE debt of Canada is a matter for serious con- 
sideration. It has grown within a few years ata 
marvelous and indeed an alarming pace, and a halt, 
it would seem, must be called, or bank:uptcy will 
follow. The population of the provinces is not 
growing rapidly, while the debt has accumulated 
with a war-time speed. In 1870 the debt was $78 - 
209,742, which was $21 per capita for the people, 
but on January 1, 1890, the dsbt of the Dominion 
had reached the vast sum of $238 000,000, or $47 per 
capita for the people.

1870 the debt of our Nation, just emerging from the 
most extravagant war of the ages, was $59 for each 
person, but in 1890 the debt, with the growth of the 
population, had been reduced to $16 50 for each per- 
ccd. thie tuhebent Om Whith of thes pur emai Uh elty 
66 cents per capita. The Canadian debt is an open 
gate into the States for her own people. Oontinued 
prosperity in Canada demands a curtailment of 
state expenses and at least a gradual reduction of 
the debt.

THE MIGHTY ONE THAT OAME. 

Before created things Jesus was. As the only- 
begotten Son he abcde in the bosom of the Father. 
No world had been fashioned by Divine hand, no 
sky bad been garnished, material things had no 
place. On the bosom of universal space two Be- 
ings, Father and Son, reposed alone. The angels 
were not yet. Those sweet companions of God and 
men, of heaven and earth, had not yet entered 
into the sphere of life. 

How dim that far off past and how distant! An 
age of time multiplied into a thousard ages would 
not bring us to the end of the first morning hour. 
Measured by the limited reach of the human 
imagination, one might not, on his backwsrd 
sweep, reach to the noon hour of the long day that 
Jesus had lived before the angels began to be. 

They blushed into life by will of God, and yet 
by agency of Jesus. They were among created in- 
telligences and are to be classed among that vast 
throng that pertain to the creation of God, of which 
and whom it is written, ‘Without him was not 
anything made that was made,’’ and “by him all 
things consist.’’ 

Stepping down the golden stairway of eternity, 
an epoch almost infinitely later was reached, when 
feom the throne of Divine power Jesus, by will of 
God, began to launch worlds into existence. Then 
it was that ‘“‘the morning stars cang together and all 
the sons of Goad shouted for joy.”’ 

Farther on in the drama of eternity a new won- 
der burst upon the vision of angels. They wit- 
nessed grander scenes than the construction of 
worlds and the garnishing of skies. He for whose 
habitation and subjugation worlds began to be, 
came upon the stage—those younger and weaker 
brothers and sisters of the angel hosts. Jesus again 
appears as the creating agency fashioning man in 
the common image of Father and Son. 

What a stupendous mani’estation of dignity, 
power, and glory had so far been seen in the Ohrist 
the Son of God! Bat there was soon to be a new 
and more wonderful scene in the drama than had 
yet been witnessed. The angels heard the promises 
given to men, saw the arce: ding smoke cf their 
altars, and read the mysterious words of the in- 
spired prophets, and. then, with curiosity aroused 
and new interest awakened, they desired to look 
into and comprehend God’s plan of redemption. 

He who as Son had created angels, fashioned 
worlds, and breathed man into being, was to enter 
a grander sphere of-action and engage in a more 
sublime work than that to which as yet he had 
ever given his hand. But to do this greater, 
grander work, he must cradle himself in human 
form, grow from childhood into manhood, and 
through sympathetic touches with the heart of hu- 
manity all along the lines of human experience, 
get his shoulder beneath the wounded, sinful, fallen 
soul of man and lift him back again into the bosom 
of God’s love. 

How wonderful it seems that Jesus, the second 
Being in the universe, he whose glory is more than 
€qual to aggregate human and angelic glory, that 
he who is the express image of the Father’s person 
and the One that received as a gilt all power and 
authority from God, that such a One should stoop 
to our humanity in form, cradle himself in the 
manger among beastr, and condescend to the low- 
est social round of human life! 

This assumed condition was no more accidental 
than his final death by the cross. He came as he 
wished to come, and passed through the very ex- 
perience that he sought while yet in the higher 
realms of glorified existence. To become a child 
wag his wish; to enter into the humblest experi- 
ences of childhood was his desire, that in him the 
weakest and most wanting sons and daughters of 
humanity might see a brother indeed, as well-as a 
great H'gh Priest, that cculd bea touched with all 
the feelings of their infirmity. 

What a joy to the world is the childhood of Jesus! 
How supremely blessed we feel as we look down 
into the wee face uplooking from the fresh grasses 
of the manger! Jesus was determined to get to the 
very bottom of cur humanity, as well as to the 
lowermost pit of our grief. He would be the Savior 
of all ages, as well as all conditions of life. 

And why was it? Why did the Ohrist the Son 
of God with the Father before the worlds were— 


why did he enter a frame so frail und a form #0 
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weak? How much more in keeping with the 
dignity and glory of bis divine nature it would 
seemingly have been had he stepprd forth into 
strong and graceful manhood—had he come to 
earth as Abraham’s angels came, ready for the 
work he sought to do! 

But it was better as it was. Human nature finds 
its fall satisfaction in those conditions too myster- 
ious for their own explanation. It would not 
go back and make a diffrent beginning for the 
Son of God.

All the beautiful incidents of 
the babe life, the child }ife, the manhood Jife, are 
sweetly interwoven, and if on the crcs3 we see the 
blossoming flower of God’s love, we also as surely 
see the same love in that bud of brighest promise, 
enshrired by the sweet grasses of the Bethlehem 
stable.

GRAHAM PUDDING —Two cups of 
Graham flvar, one cup molasses, one 
cup sweet milk, one cup chopped 
raisins, two teaspoonsful soda. Steam 
three hours. 

WAFFLES.—Two eggs, one pint of 
milk, butter size of an egg, two tea- 
spoonsfal of cream tartar, one tea- 
spoonfal of soda, a little salt, flour to 
make a thin batter. Beat the whites 
of the eggs separately and add the 
last thing. 

An excellent egg-producing food is 
one part. corn meal, two parts bran, 
two parts ground oats, one part ground 
meat, and one part middlings, to 
which may be added a small propor- 
tion of bone meat and salt; scald it 
and feed early in the morning. 

How To Kznzp Ecas.—One pint of 
salt and one-half pint of lime for 
every two gallons of water. Let it 
stand about ten days, so it will not 
cook the eggs. Stir every day. Then 
drop in the eggs. If, after standing 
over night, good eggs rise out of the 
brine, add clear water until they 
settle. 

Conn BrEaD.—This is equal to any- 
thing we ever tasted: To one quart of 
sour milk add two tablespoonsful of 
saleratus, two eggs, well beaten, one 
tablespoonful of brown sugar, butter

liclous for breakfast or tea, and are 
nice without the fruit, with plenty ot 
good butter. 

LEMON JELLY.—One quart of water, 
four heaping tablespoonsfal of corn- 
starch, one cupful of sugar, three or 
four lemons. Dissolve the starch and 
sugar in the lemon, pour in the water. 
Boil several minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. This may be molded, and 
the white of one egg beaten with two 
tablespoonsful of sugar spread over 
the top. 

Buns.—Make your sponge as for 
raised bread; when the sponge has 
risen sufficiently, add to one quart of 
flour, two tablespooneful butter, and 
one-half cup sugar; mix stiff encugh 
to knead easily; let it rise from four 
to six hours, knead, roll, and cut:in 
squares, adding one cupful washed 
and dried currants, as you knead; let 
them rise one hour, and bake. When 
half baked, rub the tops with a swab 
dipped in sweet milk or water sweet- 
ened with molasses. 

FRITTERS.—Take one pint of sour 
milk, a teaspoonfal of soda, a little 
salt, and flour to make a thin batter; 
grease your frying-pan slightly with 
lard for each panful; put four spoons- 
ful in the frying-pan; as soon as they 
brown well, turn, and when done take 
out on a hot plate, and butter, and 
sprinkle sugar over them if one likes, 
or just butter and use syrup as one 
eats them. Keep them in a warm 
place, putting one paniul on top oi 
the others until a)! are cooked. Serve 
at once, while hot.
